{•#'The late Congress were afraid to trust 
their doctrine that the President bad the power 
to suspend the privilege of the writ of habtat 
torpu*. or to arrest men without a warrant and 
hold ihi in at pleasure. They caul J not trust 
the plea of military necessity, which might 
avail upon the theater of the war. Tuy knew 
that in numerous cue* no eu: h plea could be 
urged. So they passed a bill indemnifying the 
President and all his officers for the past, and 
giving him the power to suspend the writ in 
the future. 

This ought to end the debate as to who has 
power to suspend the privilege of this writ. 
The President'; ewu party in C ngre-s have 
assumed the power over his head. 

They have, however, committed a blunder. 
If the President has the power, then the act 
of Congress is unconstitutionsl and void. It 
is en attempt of one department of the Gov- 
ernment to usurp the power of another. This 
act must, therefore, assume that the power to 
suspend the writ belongs to Congress. If so, 
it is a p3w«-r that can't be delegated to the 
Presides', which this bill attempts to do. The 
set does not sucpeed the writ; it authoriz.s 
the President to do 1*. The question comes 
up, can one department of the Government 
delegate to another a power that, by the Con- 
stitution, belongs to another* 

The Confederate Cong 'ess gave Davis, their

—A good hydraulic cement is made by 
grinding together stone lime and roasted clay, 
composed, as most clays are, of t lay and sili- 
cious muter— one part of lime to two of the 
roasted clay. If over cement drain* chall come 
into geuerol nse among farmers, the manufac- 
ture of this cement in small mills throughout 
the country may be prolitable. It may be ea- 
sily niide in a small plantation mill for grind- 
ing corn, propelled by horse or other power. 

—To prevent the rotting of wood, paints or 
coatiDgs are used which are impervious to 
moisture, but all these are liable to objec- 
tions. I They are liable to crack by the ex. 
pansion and contraction of the wood, and thus 
allow the admission of moisture. 2. They 
do not prevent the dry-rot or decay occasion- 
ed by iuaecu. The only sure mode of render- 
ing wood indestructible which is not entirely 
submerged is to impiegnate it with b 
antiseptic substance, which, by uniting with 
the gluten, will form an insoluble substance 
not liable to decay. J. Kyan used corrosive 
sublimate successfully lor this purpose, but 
this is too expensive for most purposes ; and 
other substances, such as sulphate of copper 
and chloride of zinc, sulphate of Iron (copper- 
as), snd even coniuiou salt, tend to preserve 
wood but Imperfectly. All the various pro- 
cesses for preserving wood, cordage, Ac, 
from decay by the ubc of chemical* trom Mr. 
Kyan, take tbe term Kyartiziu: 

-The poorest, cheapest and most dangerous 
coal oils for nse are the most beautiful and 
transparent. Many are deceived iu purchas- 
ing coal oils by appearances. 

The poorest, cheapest glaes is that, also, 
which appears moat perfectly transpsrent- 
what is called wAifc-having not the least fcbade 
of color. This kind has little strength, and is 
extremely brittle. The best imported glass, 
rnch and German, are softened and strength- 
ened by the use of oxides of lead, with longer 
lesling, rendering it not quite so whites* our 
cheaper American glass. It is Ihe great char- 
acteristic of the mass of Americans that they 
must have the chtaptst, without reference to 
quality. It is Ibis alone which leads to the 
imponation of glass which might as well be

—General Rosecrans, In his report of the 
battle of Murfreeeboro, estimates that of 20,- 
006 rounds of artillery fired by the Unionists, 
728 bit the enemy; and of 2,000.000 rounds of 
musketry, 13,832 were effectual. This would 
show that twenty-seven canno n shots, or one 
hundred and fifty-five musket shots, were re- 
quired to hit one man. Averaging the latter 
at one ounce each, the weight of metal re- 
quired in bringing down an enemy would be 9 
lbs.; while of the former it would require about 
225 Jtti., or one and a half the weight of tbe 
human body. As, however, the proportion 
killed or dying from wounds would be only 
about one-fourth of the numbers put hon du 
combat, the figures given above must be in- 
creased to the same degree. It will readily be 
seen how much more destruction is dealt by 
tbe musket than the loud-mouthed cannon, 
when firing either round shot or shell. 

Risk in Steamboat Stock. — It is astonish- 
ing, says the Pittsburg Chronicle, the rise that 
has taken place in the value of steamboat 
stock withla a few months. Boats which a 
year ago went begging at $7,000 now com- 
mand $12,000, and if they are of light draft, 
and have not been too long in service, they 
cannot even be bought at that. This arises 
as well from the sayrcity of good boats now, 
as from the increased price of labor of every 
kind.

Memphis, March 6, via Caiiio, March 8. 
We have news Irom the fleet to Tuesday af 
ternooD. Everything was working well. All 
tbe canals, it is now thought, will be success, 
ful. The drefginff machines are workiDg up 
on the canal opposite Vieks burg, and soon the 
gunboats will be able to pass through. 

Already one gunboat up Yuzjo Pass had 
uearly reached Y »zoo City. There was no 
doubt as to our ability to get our forces in the 
rear of Vicksburtr, and thus to cut off their 
communication with Jackson. 

At Lake Providence the weather was bright 
and clear, and the troops have a splendid camp- 
ing ground. The canal is nearly ready lor 
use. As soon as the trees, ? tumps aud other 
obstructions are removed, the water Is to be 
let iuto it. Already the Mississippi is fourteen 
r.-t't higher than in the lake. Altogether the 
t-iicatlon is very sntislactory, aud Vickiburg 
is sure* to fall. It is feared the enemy may 
evacuate. It is said the owners of property 
alonn tut 1 streams ta be overflowed, 
via Lake Fn/vlileuce, have made an offer 
to the citizens of Vieksburg of one million 
and a half iu mouty il luty will Hutreuder 
and save them from the loss by the cuttiug ol 
tbe levee. The destruction of proper! y will 
be immense should the lands be submerged. 
Tbe aki-a look brighter, and "stock" iu Gen. 
Grant is goinsr up. 

Transports with Confederate troops are ex 
peeted sooti to come ont of White river to 
oil, r us battle. Tbe tight will be at the mouth 
of White river if they attempt it. The gun- 
boat Conestoga is on duty there. 

Tbe steamer Jesse K. Bell has gone to St. 
LouU, late from Young's Point, but later Irom 
Helena, Ark., having on board upwards ot 
Ave hundred contrabands, iu charge of Rev. 
Souuel Sawyer, and sent to St. LouiB by Gen. 
Prentiss. Mr. Sawyer reports the contra- 
bands in excellent health. They appear to be 
healthy, aMc-bodied plantation hands, male 
and female, and are mostly those who have 
come Wilkin our lines Irom Mississippi and 
Arkansas.

Sickness among Woopi 
to' .be abating. 

£t is now confidently asserted that thejln- 
diaiioi.t was sunk in an encounter withfthe 
Webb and the Music, aud report has it that 
the \VebL' suffered so much in butting her and 
from the .efftcts of the two inch shells from 
the Indianok , that she too bad sunk. On the 
fiio-ht of the tJ& at a great explosiou was heard. 
It is believed it l"»uic from the magazine of one 
of the sinking boa.". Should the story prove 
true the rebels arc left in a most helpless 
situation in reference to the defense of the 
Micbissippi. Southern reports at Memphis 
ccuiirm the siukiug, at lca^t, of the Indianolf. 

New York, March 9. 
It is reported that the Harriet Laue can 
never be ol any use to the rebels.
